ſixteen yeares, with a ſubſcription thereunto accor- 
ding to theform agreed on and expreſſed in thoſe 
Articles,beforethe Miniſter ofthe Pariſh , or ſome 
other Perſon or Perſons to be appointed in each Pa- 
riſh by the luſtices of the Peace of each County , or 
any two of them, & all Perſons refuſing to be forth- 
with certified totheluſtices of Peace,and ſecured as 
Enemies to the peace of the Kingdom: In like man- 
ner thereis a Proteſtation here ſet down agreeable 
with the former, extending aſwell tothe Counties 
of Somerſet, and Dorſet , as to thoſe of Devon and 
(,ornwall, and by the Lords and Commons of Par- 
liament aſſembled at Oxford, recommended tobe 


allorakenby the-men of Somerſet and Dor ſet,if they 
think fit. .

z Thathis Highnes Prince Maurice, or ſuch o- 
ther perſon as for the time being ſhall be Comman- 
der in cheif of the Forcesin theſe foure Counties, 
be movedthat there be trwo Commithoners ofcach 
County,to takethe Muſters-of the ſaid Army., and 
that the Treaſurers givean account monethly tothe 
Committees of each County, oftheir-dilbur{ments, 
and that concerning the Muſters, ſuch other things 
may be obſerved as are expreſſed in His Majeſties 
Proclamation , and Vores paſſed at; Oxford 1643. 
concerning Muſters. 

3 That there be ſtrict and continuall ſearchin 
every pariſh forall Souldiers within theſe Counties, 
that have at any time bin in pay ſince theſe V Varrs, 
and that they be forchwith ſent to recruit the Army, 
andfuch as ſhall refuſe be ſent: rothe Provoſt- Mar * 

ſhalt-Generall. And no-Souldier depart from his 
Colours without Licence, according to His Maje- 
ſes Proclamation and Articles, and offenders to be 
proceeded againſt according to their merits, and - 
as many more be raiſed in each County as may re- 
cruite the Companies;and thatevery Foot-Compa- 
ny conſiſt of one hundred, & every Troopof Horle 
and Dragooners of ſixty , and if any Foot: company 
have leſſechen fifty , and of Horſe and Dragooners 
leflethenchirty,chen if fuch Company be not recrui- 
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ted to theſe laſt numbers, or more,within a moneth 

after the Muſter,the Officers pay to be detained, and 

atcerthar, che Company paid and reduced, and the 

ſame rule co be held for Pioners, asfor Foot-com-. 
panies, , | 

| 4 Thattherebeaccounttaken of the Captains, 

& other Officers, that have had any charg of Armes, 
how the ſame have bin diſpoſed, & that by warrant 
from the Commilsioners, there be a generall ſearch. 
forArmes through all the four Counties;that his Ma- 

jelties Proclamation to this purpole be alſo purſu- 
ed; and thatthe Conſtables of each pariſh repaireto

6 Thar for the better encouragement of Soul. 
diers to undertake this ſervice, where anyperlon of 
thoſe foure Counties ſhall happento be flaine in che 
preſent warre, fighting on His Majeſties behalf, or 


dye inthar ſervice, upon whole death any eftare, or 
A 3 eſtates.

eſtates in Lands,or Tenements, or Hereditaments 
aredeterminable in caſes where the perſon or per- 
ſons are living who held thoſe cſtates, other eftates 
of thefame Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, 
ſhall be granted again to him or them, to be deter- 
minable upon ſome other life or lives, as neere the 
age as may be of the perſon or perſons deceaſed, un- 
der thelike Rents, Conditions, and Covenants, as 
were to be performed for the former eſtates. And 
where the perſon flaine, oro dying,held the eſtate, 
or eſtates determinable upon his own death,in ſuch 
caſe aneſtare of equall value ſhall be granted to his 
Widdow, Child,or Children intheſame Lands &c. 
upon ſuch conditions as aforcſaid , and the refuſers 
tro perform ſuch grant to looſe the doubie value 
thereof, the. one half to His Majeſtie, and the other 
to the party or parties, who by this Article is, oe are 
to havethateftate, andto be impriſoned untill pay- 
ment. And forthoſe per{ons of each of the (aid foure 
Aſſociated Countics, that ſhall happea to be may- 
med fighting for His Majeſty inthis preſent warre, 
and ſhall not have wherewithall co releive them- 
ſelves » ſpectall care ſhall be taken by the Iuftices of 
Peace of thoſe Counties , that they have ſome com- 
petent allowance out of the common Trealury of 
the County where they laſt dwelt, according tothe 
proviſions

7 Thatthe Couaties of Somerſet, Dorſet,Devon, 
and Cornwall being Aﬀotiated rogether , Thall raiſe 
an Army fer the defence and ſatery of thoſe Coun- 
ties,andthe reſt of the Kingdom, by theſe proporti- 
ons following,viz. Devos co raiſe 13500. men Corg= 
wall 4500.men,Somerſet 9000.men,and Dorſet 3000. 
men , andatterthat proportion for a greater and a 
lefler number, and all charges concerning the'ſame 
Army, ſhall be borne and diſcharged by thoſe foure 
Counries according to the ſame proportion. 

$ Thatthe number of 'ten thouſand men, viz. 
8000. Foot, 1500. Horſe,and 500. Dragooners, will 
be fir to be forthwith raiſed, by the Counties of So- 
merſet,Dorſet,Devonand ( ornwall, according tothe 
proportions already Vored , over and beſtdesthe. 
Souldiers of thole [everall Counties, now in Garri- 
ſon inthe ſame Countics, and the Trained-bands 
which are tobe raiſed fortheir defence. 

9 Thatpayment ſhall be made tothis Army out 
of thoſe aſſociated Counties for three moneths nexr 
after the ſame ſhall be raiſed, according tothe fame 
proportion. 

10. That His Majeſtie be moved that cowards 
payment of this Army , providing of Armes , the 
Traine of Artillery , . and ocher neceſlaries for the 
lame.

ſame, there may be allowed the weekly Contribu. - 
tions of thole (everall Counties, the Fines to be rai. 
ſed by compounding with Delinque nts, Monyes 
to be raiſed. by ſequeſtr1 Dcliaquents Eſtates, 
with the Fines of thoſe who have,or ſhall refule co 
atrend the Sheriffes ofchole reſpeive Counties up-
